Criar. XLVI.—An Act relating to Interest.

Sec. 1. That any rate of interest which persons may agree
upon, not exceeding twelve per centum per annum, shall be legal
and valid: Pwm'des, That upon all bills of exchange, promissory
notes, contracts, debts or demands, whercin the rate of interest is
not otherwise specified, it shall be computed at seven dollars, for
the giving day of payment on the sum of one hundred dollars for
one year, and after that rate for a grenter or less sum, or for a
longer or shorter time: Prorided further, That no bank or corpo-
ration, except where it is otherwise provided by their charter, shall
recover or take, directly or indirectly, more than seven per cenfum
interest for any sum or sums of money loaned.

Sec. 2. If any person or corporation shall take, nccept or re-
ceive, for giving day of payment upon any bill of exchange,
promissory hote, contract, debt or demand, a greater rate of in-
terest than is herein before limited, such person or corporation shall
forfeit three times the amount of the excess, to be recovered with
costs of suit, in the name of the person or pereons so paying any
excess of interest, in an action of assumpsit, before any court
having competent jurisdiction: Provided, That ihe suit 15 com-
menced within one ycar from the day of payment of such excesa
of interest.

R8ec. 3. This act shall take cffcct from and after its passage.

Crar. XLVTI.—An Act respectirg marks and Lrands for horses, eattle, sheep
and hogs.

8ec. 1. That it shall be the duty of the Clerks of the County
Commissioners, in each county, on the application of any peison,
resident in the county, to record a description of the marks or
brands with which such person may be desirous of marking his
horses, cattle, sheep or hogs; but the same description shall not be
recorded for more than one resident of the same township.

Sec. 2. If any person shall wilfully mark any of his horses,
cattle, sheep or hogs, with the same mark or brand previously re-
corded by a resident of the same township, and while the same
mark or brend shall be used by him, the person so offending shall
forfeit for every such offence, five dollars, to be recovered by ne-
tion of debt before any justice of the pcace, in the name and for
the use of the person whose mark or brand shall be used; and if
any persen shall wilfully mark or brand the horses, cattle, sheep
or hogs of any other person with his own brand or mark, the per-
son so offending, shall forfeit for every such offence, to the person
injured, ten doliars, to be recovered by action of deht, before any
justice of the peace, in the name and for the use of sich person;
and if any person shall wilfully destroy or alter any mark or brand
npon any cattle, horses, sheep or hags, the praperty of anather,
